Leon, Cziilgosz’s father, brother 
and sister visited him in his cell 
in Buffkiu last week and had an in- 
terview which lasted thirty-five 
minutes. No further information 
was gleaned, the prisoner main- 
taining that there was no conspir- 
acy against the President’s life. 

Alabama negroes held a conven- 
tion at Birmingham last week and 
resolved to contest the new consti- 
tution before the Supreme Court 
of the United 'States. Speakers 
advocated migration to Porto Rico 
or the Philippines if the constitu- 
tion shoold be adproved. 

The London papers declare that 
Kitchener is thinking of resign- 
ing his position as Commander-in- 
Chief of the British forces in the 
Transvaal, on account of the alleg- 
ed interference by the home au- 
thorities in not allowing him to 
conduct the fight on the Boers in 
} his own fashion. 

Hen^ Vigiiaud, First Secretary 
of the United .States Embassy in 
Paris, is about to publish a work 
in which he contends that fraud 
was practiced by Columbus in the 
discovery of America, and that his 
design was founded upon positive 
confirination of the existence of 
land to 'the westward. 

Company C, Ninth infantry has 
lieeii almost wiped out by insurg- 
ents oa the Island of Samar. For- 
ty-eigl4 were killed and the offici- 
al repoh^says that of the twenty, 
four T^mainiiig who escaped, all 
were wounded. The company was 
surprised bynsuperior force while 
at breakfast, Saturday. The insur- 
gents captured all the rifles of the 
company save twelve, and all the 
ainmiinition and supplies. Brig. 
Gen. Hughes is now assembling a 
force to attack the insurgents. The 
Ninth infantry suffered severely! 
in the Chinese expedition. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, 
regarded as the star witness of the' 
Navy Department in the Schley 
Court of Inquiry, was on the stand 
all Monday afternoon and Tuesday 
morning. The points he made 
against Schley were that the Co- 
lon bombardment was useless, the 
range being 11,500 feet; that no 
attempt was made to destroy the 
batteries at Cienfiiegos; that on 
the day of the retrograde move- 
ment it would have been possible 
to co.ll the battleships at sea, 
though it was not possible from 8 
a. 111 . of May 25 to 8 or 9 a. in. 
May 2i>; and that the Brooklyn at 
the time of the “loop” came with- 
in 100 yards of the Texas. 

Secretary Gage last week recei- 
ved in an envelope postmarked 
New York, September 25, 1901, 
$I),1.*>0, in bills of denominations 
ranging from $50 to $500. This 
large sum of money was accompa- 
nied only by the [following state- 
ment: 

“After much thought I have 
been convinced that duties were 
not fully paid as desired, differ- 
ence estimated at about 2 per cent 
The wish now is to rectify what 
was done some years ago and the 
amount is being sent which it is 
felt niiist l)e paid to the United 
States Treaaury, to discharge those 
duties and do the Jright. Above 
has been great grief. 

No name was signed to this com- 
munication.

Spicy News Happenings of the 
Week Over the State. 



A motion to reduce the nuinbei 
of presiding elder [districts in the 
Louisville Conference of the Me- 
thodist church, South, was defeet- 
ed at the convention in Bowling 
Green. 

Indictments were returned by 
the Fayette grand jury, charging 
Mayor Henry T. Duncan, formei 
Chief of Police Ross, Chief of De 
tectives Stough and Detective .Ten 
kins, all of Lexington, with mal- 
feasance in office. 

The four Democratic candidates 
for United States Senator from 
Kentucky joined in an agreement 
to declare off the six debates that 
they had arranged. The State 
Campaign Committee announced 
the action of the candidates. 

The Louisville Conference of 
the Methodist [church, South, will 
try to secure the next general con- 
ference of the church in I'.tOi and 
the delegates to the meeting in 
Dallas, Tex., have lieen instructed 
to extend an invitation to meet in 
Louisville. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., Sept. 27. — 
The gambling cases against offi- 
cials and employes of the Western 
Asylum and other parties who 
played were settleil on pleas of 
guilty. The indiotiuents were re- 
turned nt the last term of court 
and were set for today. 

In the Franklin circuit court 
Special Judge Edelin decided that 
minor clerks who served under the 
Taylor administration were not en- 
titled to compensation for services 
rendered from the time when the 
decision of the State Contest 
Board was rendered, giving the of- 
fices to the Democrats, to the time 
when the Republicans surrender- 
ed the offices. 

Thos Roth well, aged ninety 
years, died at his home in Oivings- 
ville recently. When a boy he 
worked in the iron furnaces in 
I Pennsylvania, but claimed Ken- 
tucky his home. When Andrew 
Jackson ran for President he wal- 
ked from Pennsylvania to this 
State to vote for Jackson. Mr. 
Rothwell was never known to 
scratch the Democratic ticket. 

Suit has been filed in the Da- 
viess circuit court against the Ger- 
man-American .Security Company, 
of Owensboro, which assigned last 
week, against its officers and di- 
rectors. The claim is made by the 
plaintiff, who is a deputy in the 
circuit clerk’s office, that he was 
induced by false representations to 
buy certificates issued by the ooiu- 
' pany, and that he has received no 
legal or valua’ole consideration for 
the money paid in by him. Hon. 
W. J. Stone, of Kuttawa, is presi- 
dent of the company. 

To stamp out anarchy and an ir- 
oliists in Chicago a numlier of cit- 
izens of Austin have joined hands 
and formed a secret, oath bound 
organization, wliioh they hope will 
be the nucleus of a secret frater- 
nity, with branches [in every city 
throughout the United States. In- 
corporation papers have been is- 
sued fur it at Springfield.

V Progress and 
Prosperity Perpetuated Through Pacific Policy— Ths

On the Pan-American exposition 
grounds at liiifTnlo, Thursduy, Sep- 
tember 5, transpirted an event the 
memory of which will llni^er ever 
In the minds of men.

“To the commissioners of the Do- 
minion of Canada and the llritish 
colonies, the French colonies, the re- 
publics of Mexico and of Central and 
South .America, and the coiniuissioii- 
ers of Cuba and Porto Kico, who 
share with ns in this undertaking, we 
give the hand of fellowship and felici- 
tate with them upon the triumphs of 
art, science, education and manufac- 
ture which the old has bequeathed to 
the new century.

Our 
duty is the care and security of these 
deposits, and their safe Investment de- 
mands the highest integrity and the 
best business capacity of those in 
charge of these depositories of the peo- 
ple’s earnings. 

“We have a vast and Intricate busi- 
ness built up through years of toil and 
struggle, in which every part of the 
country has its stake, which will not 
permit of either neglect or of undue 
aelftshnest. No narrow, sordid policy 
will subserve it. The greatest skill and 
wisdom on the part of the manufactur- 
ers and producers will be required to 
bold and increase it. 

“Our industrial enterprises which 
have grown to such proportions affect 
the homes and occupations of the peo- 
ple and the welfare of the country. 
Our capacity to produce has developed 
ao enormously and our products have 
■o multiplied that the problem of more 
markets requires our urgent and imme- 
diate attention. 

“Only a broad and enlightened policy 
vill keep what we have. No other policy 
will get more. In these times of mar- 
Tcloui business energy and gain we 
ought to be looking into the future, 
strengthening the weal: places In our 
industrial and conimelcial syatems 
that we may be ready for any storm 
or strain. 

Frosperltr DaBsaBBs Reelproeltr. 

“By sensible trade arrangements 
which will not interrupt our horns 



production, we shall extend the outlets 
for our increasing surplus. 

“A system which provides a mutual 
exchange of commodities is manifestly 
essential to the continued healthful 
growth of our export trade. We must 
not repose in fancied security that we 
can forever sell everything and buy 
little or nothing. If such a thing were 
posible it would not be best for us or 
for those with wh^m we deal. We 
should take from ot>x customers such 
of their products as we can use with- 
out harm to our industries and labor. 

"Kcciproclly Is the natural out- 
growth of our womlcrfnl industrial de- 
velopment under the domestic policy 
now firmly establislied. What we pro- 
duce beyond our domestic consumption 
must have a vent abroad. The excess 
must be relieved through a foreign out- 
let, and we should sell everywhere we 
can, and buy wherever the buying will 
enlarge our sales and productions, 
and thereby make a greater demand 
for home la1>or. 

Rselaalve Xo I.onxer, 

“The period of exclusiveness Is 
past. The expansion of our trade 
and commerce is the pressing prob- 
lem. Commercial wars are unprofit- 
able. A policy of good will and 
friendly trade relations will prevent 
reprisals. Keeiprocity treaties are in 
harmony with the spirit of the times; 
measures of retaliation are not. 

“If, perchance, some of our tariffs 
are no longer needed for revenue or 
to encourage and protect our indus- 
tries at home, why should they not 
be employed to extend and promote 
our markets abroad? 

Nerd of Merchant Marine, 

“Tlien, too, we have inadequate 
steamsiiip service. New lines of 
steamers have already been put in 
commission between the I’aeifio 
coast ports of the United States 
and tliosc on the western coasts of 
Mexico and Central and South Amer- 
ica. These should be followed up 
with direct steamship lines between 
tlie eastern const of the United 
States and South .American ports. 

“One of the needs of the times is 
direct commercial lines from our 
vast fields of production to the fields 
of consumption that we have but 
barely touched. Next in advantage 
to having the thing to sell is to have 
the convenience to carry it to the 
buyer. 

“We must encourage our merchant 
marine. Vi'e must bare more ships. 
They must be under the American 
flag, built and manned and owned by 
Americans. These will not only be 
profitable in a commercial sense; 
they will be messengers of peace and 
amity wherever they go. 

Mast Balld l■tbmlan Canal, 

“We must build the isthmian canal, 
which will unite the two oceans and 
give a straight line of water com- 
munication with the western coasts 
of Central and South America and 
Mexico. The construction of a Pa- 
cific cable cannot be longer post- 
poned. 

“In the furtherance of those ob- 
jects of national interest and con- 
cern you are performing an important 
part. This exposition would have 
touched tlie heart of that American 
statesman whose mind was ever alert 
and thoiiglit ever constant fur a 
larger commerce and a truer fra- 
ternity of the republics of the new 
world. His broad American spirit is 
felt and mnnifested here. He needs 
no identification to an assembly of 
.Americans anywhere, for the name 
of Blaine is inseparably associated 
witli the Pan-.American movement 
whicli finds this practical and sub- 
stantial expression, and which we all 
hope will be firmly advanced by the 
I’nii-.Ameriean congress that assem- 
bles this autumn in the capital of 
Mexico. 

“Tile good work will go on. It can- 
not be stopped. These buildings will 
disappear; this creation of art, and 
beauty, and industry will perish 
from sight, but there influence will 
remain to 

“ ‘.Make It live beyond its too short living 
AViih praises and thanksgiving.'' 

\ leturr u( I'eaee, Nut War, 

“Who can tell the new thoughts 
that liave been awakened, the ambi- 
tions fired, and the high achieve- 
ments that will be wrought through 
tills exposition? Gentlemen, let us 
ever remember that our interest is in 
concord, not conflict, and that our 
real eminence rests in the victories of 
peace, not those of war. We hope 
that all who are represented here 
may be moved to higher and nobler 
effort for their own and the world’s 
good, and that out of this city may 
come, not only greater commerce and 
trade for us all, but, more essentia! 
than these, relations of mutual re- 
spect, confidence, and friendship, 
which will deepen and endure. 

“Our earnest prayer is that God 
will graciously vouchsafe prosperity, 
happiness and peace to ail our neigh- 
bors and like blestlnga to all the peo- 
plea and powers of earth.” 

PreslAcnt McKinley, 

William McKinley, like Abraham 
Lincoln, had sprung from the heart 
of the common people. He was one 
of those who had taken part in the 
strife between fraternal states. Out 
of it he carried no bitterness, but, 
catching the spirit of the dying Lin- 
coln, hia heart grew broad as the 
union and was filled with love of hia 
fellow-man. lie looked forward to 
the time when America might rejoict 
in the bravery of all her sons, and 
when the union, linked heart to heart, 
would have its strongest bond of per- 
petuity. He became president, and, 
notwithstanding his peaceful nature, 
was destined to be a war preaidefit. 
It became bis country's privilege dur- 
ing his administration to end 400 
years of cruelty in Cuba, to carry 
the American flag around the globe 
and plant it in the Philippines, to 
penetrate the heart of China and to 
place the United States on a plane 
with the powers of the eorlh in Pe- 
king. — Atlanta C'Onatitution (Deyn.) 



Comparative Ages of Our 
American Presidents 



Tbeodope Koosevclt, the Youngest Man Who Bvee Took the Oath. 
William Honey Harelson, the Oldest. 



W HEN the founders of the re- 
public drafted the constitu- 
tion that should be the funda- 
mental law of the land they provid- 
ed that: 

“No person except a natural-born 
citizen, or a citizen of the United 
States at tlie time of the adoption 
of this constitution, shall be eligible 
to the office of president; neither 
• hall any person be eligible to that 
office who shall not have attained the 
age of 35 years, and lieen 14 years 
a resident within the United States." 

President Theodore Koosevelt, at 
13 years of age, comes nearer the 
minimum number of years allowed 
by the constitution than any of the 
other chief executives. 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing to study the age* of the men 
who have represented the people at 
the head of the government . since 
that historic day when George Wash- 
ington took the oath to “faithfully 
execute the office of president of the 
United States, and to the best of 
my ability preserve, protect and de- 
fend the constitution of the United 
States,’’ outside the senate chamber 
of the amall federal building in New 
A’ork city April 30, 1789. 



ginning of the end, and a cold con- 
tracted at that time resulted in hia 
death one montli later, and hia death 
gave place to John Tyler, who as- 
sumed the grave responsibilities at- 
tendant upon the exalted position at 
the age of 51 years. 

When James K. Polk was inaugu- 
rated in 1845 be was but SO years of 
age, and was at that time considered 
almost too young to have reached the 
age of discretion. He was younger by 
five years than any other man elected 
to the presidency up to that time, 
though President Tyler was but 51 
when the death of his superior threw 
the reins of government into liii 
bands. 

Zachary Taylor, the hero of Ituena 
Vista, folohved Polk in 1849 at the ago 
of 65, but like President Harrison iie 
did not live to complete bis term and 
died after having been in office hut 
one year and four months, giving place 
to Millard Fillmore, who was but 50 
years of age when be U>ok the oath of 
office. 

Franklin Pierce, who was inaugu- 
rated in 1853, was but 49 years of age 
when he took the oath of office, and 
was the first president to drop below 
the age of 50. James Buchanan, who

Washington was at that time 57 
years of age. Washington had at 
the time of hia inauguration been 
in public life of some sort, either as 
soldier in the Indian wars, serving as 
a rule under British officers, or as 
a civil official in the colony of Vir- 
ginia since he was 16. He had com- 
manded the American troops tlirough 
the long war of the revolution, and 
hia unanimous election to tlie presi- 
dency came ns a crowning incident 
in a life almost wholly devoted to 
the public interests. 

John Adams, Washington’s suc- 
cessor after he had served two terms 
and declined a third, was one of the 
older men elected to the presidency. 
At the time of his inauguration in 
1797 he had passed his sixty-second 
birthday. 

Both Thomas Jefferson and James 
Madison, who were the next two 
presidents, were near the average age 
of presidents at the time of inaugura- 
tion. When Jefferson took the oath 
of office in 1801 he was 58 years of 
age, and the age of Madison when in- 
augurated eight years later was the 
same. 

Janiea Monroe when Inaugurated in 
1617 was but one year older than Jef- 
ferson and Madison at the time they 
assumed the reins of government. 
But in the earlier years of the na- 
tion’s history 58 seemed to be a fa- 
vored age for president, and it was 
at that age that John Quincy Adams 
took his place in the list of chief ex- 
ecutives in 1825. 

Befor* Andrew Jackson realized 
the height of his ambition and Jour- 
neyed from the wilds of Tennessee 
to Washington to take the oath of 
office in 1829 he had passed the six- 
ty-second milestone in bis life, 
though he lived 16 jears longer, eight 
of which he spent in the executive 
mansion. President Van Buren fol- 
lowed Jackaon to the white house, 
and was the youngest president the 
country had had up to that time, be- 
ing but 55 years of age at the time 
of hia Inauguration. Ht served one 
term, and at the end of his four 
years gave place to William Henry 
Harrison, the oldeat man ever elect- 
ed io the presidency of the American 
republie, having passed hia sixty- 
eighth birthday before the day of 
his inauguration in 184L Ilia in- 
auguration, however, aiarked the be- 



I followed Pierce in 1857, was the second 
j oldest president the people have ever 
! chosen for a first term, being 66 years 
' of age at the time of his inauguration. 
I The first of the three martyr presi- 
; dAits, Abraham Lincoln, took up the 
duties of government at the most cru- 
cial time in the nation’s history when 
he wn.s 52 years old. He had served 
four years, one month and eleven days 
when an assassin's bullet called An- 
drew Jackson to the head of the gov- 
ernment at the age of 57. 

The youngest man who has ever filled 
the office of president of the United 
States up to the time President Koose- 
velt took the oatli of the office in liuf- 
falo was Ulysses S. Grant, who was Init 
47 years of age at the time of his in- 
auguration. During the campaign 
that resulted In the election of Grant 
much stress was laid upon his youth- 
fulness by the opposing party, and the 
voters were never permitted to lose 
track of the fact that he was younger 
than any man ever honored with the 
highest gift in the power of the people. 

After eight years Grant gave place 
to Kiitherford B. Hayes, who took the 
prescribed oath at Washington when 
he was .14 years old. After four years 
he in turn gave place to the second of 
our martyr presidents, James A. Gar- 
field, who was permitted to serve but 
six and one-half months of the term 
for which he was elected when his life 
was cut short by the lunatic Guiteau. 
Chester A. Arthur succeeded Garfield, 
taking the oath when be was 51 years 
of age. 

The third president to drop below the 
age of 50 at the time of his inaugura- 
tion was Grover Cleveland, who look 
the oath of office at president at the 
age of 48 the first time, and 56 the sec- 
ond time. Benjamin Harrison was .80 
at the time of his Inauguration in 1889, 
and our third martyr president, WH- 
Ham McKinley, was 54 when he first 
took the oath of office a little more 
than four years ago. His death has 
now given to the .American people the 
youngest president who has ever ruled 
over the destinies of this nation, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, at the age of 43. 

Of our 26 presidents five were Inau- 
gurated after they had pasted the six- 
tieth milestone of their life; 16of them 
when they v^re between 50 and U 
years of age, and five of them hefor* 
they bad reached their fiftieth birth' 
day.

In an address at the state fair 
grounds, Miniiriifiolis, Monday, ,Sep- 
foniber 2, Vice I’resident KooFevelt 
made some not aide drcliira tions wliic h, 
now that he is prisidrnt, will liavn 
some siu'cial interest for tlie people, 
in the course of liis reiiiiirks he piiiii 
a high triliute to tlie elinrncter mid 
energy of hia liearers, deseeiided, lie 
said, from a raee of pioneers wliieli 
had pushed westward into the wilder- 
ness and laid tlie foiiiidut ions for new 
commonweultlis. Tlie men with ax, 
and piek, and plow, wlio. he s:(id, liail 
)>uslied to completion tlie dominion of 
our people over tlie .\merieiiii wilder- 
ness liiid sliown liy tlieir qualities of 
daring, eiidiiraiiee mid far-siirlitediiess 
tliat tliey re<-ognized in i>riictieiil form 
tlie fimdaiiientul law of sueeess in 
Ameriemi life — tlie law of worlliy 
work; the law of resolute, higli en- 
deavor. Continuing, he said; “It 
seems to me that the siiii|ilf aeeept- 
aiice of this fundmiiental fact of Amer- 
ican life will lielp us to start nriglit 
in facing not a few of the prolileins 
that confront us from without mid 
from wltliin. 

“We riiniiot possilily do our lies* 
work as a iiation unless all of us know 
how to act in eomiiination ns well ns 
to net encli itidividiiiilly for himself. 
Tills acting in eomiiination ran take 
nimiy forms, but of course its most 
effective form must lie when it comes 
ill sli.'ipe of law, that is. of action liy 
the community ns a wliole tlirougli the 
law'-mukiiig body. 

“No liiird and fast ride can be laid 
down ns to wliere our legislation slinll 
stop ill interfering lietween man mid 
man, lietween interest and interest. 
.'MI that can lie said is that it is liTglily 
tiiidesiralile on tlie cuie linnd to weaken 
Individual initiative, mid, on the othet 
linnil, that in a eoiistnntly inerensiiig 
nunilier of cuses we sliiill find it neces- 
sary in the future to shackle cunning 
ns in the past we have slinckled force. 

LrfflNlAt Ion for Wnirr- Workers. 

“it is not highly desiralile, but nec- 
essary, fliat there should be legisla- 
tion vvliieli shall carefully shield the 
liiterests of wageworktTs ami which 
ilinll discriminate in favor of the hon- 
est and humane employer by removing 
the disadvantage under wliieh lie 
stands when compared with unaenip- 
tiious competitors who have no con- 
science and will do right only under 
fear of pnniahment. 

“Nor can legislation stop with vvliat 
are termed lalior questions. The vast 
individual ami corporate fortunes, tlie 
vast comliinatioiis of capital wliiel* 
have marked tlie development of our 
industrial system, create new condi- 
tions mid iieeessitate a change from 
the old mtitude of tlie state and na- 
tion toward prosperity.’’ 

There was, he eonleiided, liut tlie 
scantiest justification for most of Hie 
outcry ugalnst men of wealtii, us sueli, 
mid it ought to be iiiiiieeessnry, he 
siiiil, to stute tliat any upp--nl which 
filially entails tlie possiliility ot Iiivv- 
lessiiess and violence is an attai’k upon 
the fumiumcntiil properties of Amer- 
ican citizenship. 

As tu Forrlgn Itrlaliona. 

As to out relations with foreign pow- 
ers Vice I’resideiit lioosevelt said that 
oiir nation, vvliile first of all seeing to 
its own domestic well Iieing, must not 
shrink from playing its part among the 
great iiatiuiis vvltlioiit. 

"Our duty," he said, "limy take many 
forms in the future as it haa taken 
many forma in the past. Nor is it pos- 
sible to lay down a hard and fast rule 
for all ease.*. We must ever face tlie 
fact of our shifting national needs, of 
• he always changing opportunities 
tliat iireseiit themselves. But we may 
be certain of one thing, whether we 
wish it or not, we cannot avoid here- 
after liaving duties to do in the face of 
other nations. .Ml that vve can do ia to 
settle vvlietlier vve sliull lierform those 
duties well or ill." 

He counseled courtesy and respect 
in all dealings with any foreign power 
with whom the government might come 
in contact. On this point he added: 

“I.et tiji make it evident that we in- 
tend to do justice. Then let us make it 
equally evident that vve will not toler- 
ate injustice lining done to iia in re- 
turn. Let us further make it evident, 
that vve use no words which we are 
not prepared to back up with deeds, 
and that while our speech ia alway» 
moderate, vve are ready and willing to 
make It good. Sueh an attitude will bo 
the surest possible guarantee of that 
self-respecting peace, the attainment 
of which is and must ever be the prime 
aim of a self-governing people.” 

Must Knforee Monroe Doctrine. 

"This is the attitude we must take ag 
regards the Monivie doctrine. 

“We do not by this policy Intend to 
sanction any policy of aggression by 
one .American commonwealth at the ex- 
pense of any other, nor any policy of 
commercial discriminatkm against any 
foreign power whatsoever. Commer- 
cially, at far as this doctrine ia con- 
cerned, all we wish la- a fair field and 
no favor, but If we are wUe we shall 
strenuously insist that, under no pre- 
text whatsoever, shall there be any 
territorial aggrandisement on Ameri- 
can soil by any European power, and 
this, to matter what form the terri- 
torial aggrandisement may take.” 

The vice president concluded with b 
discussion of the subject of expanaloa 
and a review of what had been accom- 
plished in Cuba and the PhlllppineB to- 
ward a free and Independent common- 
wealth of the former, and, ’'ultimate- 
ly. a self-gorciaing people” of tk# lat- 
ter.
